and two other m em bers of the bank­ 
ing committee. The

house puts the stam p of approval 
upon the state banking board as it 
now is, with the exception that it is 
recommended th at the state tre a su r­ 
er be taken from the board and the 
secretary »of state given a place there­ 
on. 


The first im portant recom m endation 
of Governor Cruce th at m et defeat 
in th e house was th at the governor 
be given power to remove county of­ 
ficers 
tailing to enforce the prohi­ 
bition 
Jaw s; the second reverse oc­ 
curred when the 
house passed the 
capitol building commission bill over 
the governor’s em phatic recom m en­ 
dation th at the commission be dis­ 
pensed with.

The prettiest of the early Colonial 
love stories is that in which John 
Alden and Priscilla Mullens were con 
cerned, and which finally ended in 
their marriage, hut only 
after

bashful John was 
prodded 
into 
a 
proposal by ti e pretty Puritan maid­ 
en. Priscilla seems 
to 
have 
been 
somewhat of a “new woman” in this 
respect, for it must be remembered 
that in her days for a woman to 
speak out, especially in questions of 
her heart, was absolutely to be con­ 
demned. But handsome young men 
were not plentiful in the Plymouth 
Colony, nor'w ere pretty girls either 
John Alden was only twenty-one 
when the Mayflower landed at Prov 
incetown harbor In

1620. He was a comely youth, with a 
ruddy complexion and stalwart. An 
ideal type of the sturdy young col­ 
onist. Priscilla Mullens was several 
years his junior and quite the pret­ 
tiest girl who came over in the May­ 
flower.

Miles Standish, and 
finding that Standish was wont to 
pay many compliments to Priscilla, 
he undertook to himself the task of 
wooing her for Miles. L f Is not a 
difficult task for a baleful young 
man to paint glowing pictures of the 
virtues of another.

The party was startled for a 
moment, but Standish clasped the 
hand of the bridegroom and begged 
torgiveness. John Alden and Miles 
Standish remained close friends un­ 
til death, and later generations of 
the Alden and Standish families in 
the colony remarried.

The question of passing on the tax 
assessor’s race was then taken up 
and a motion prevailed that since the 
governor desired a free expression 
of the committee the various candi­ 
dates be requested to release the 
committeemen from any endorsement 
previously given. A. R. Sugg submit­ 
ted a letter releasing all who had 
endorsed him and agreeing to abide 
by the action of the committee. Clay 
Jones of Roff announced his candi­ 
dacy and stated that he had asked 
for and received no endorsements. 
C. J. Baseman of Fitzhugh township 
stated the same in regard to himself, 
and gave as his reason for being a 
candidate the fact that he was at 
last election chosen as township as­ 
sessor and thought it only fair that 
he should be given a chance now. He 
also promised to appoint the other 
township assessors his deputies for 
his first year of service. Mr. Braley 
not being present the committee ad­ 
journed fifteen minutes while he was 
being communicated with. On reas­ 
sembling the committee was informed 
by Mr. Gregory that he was the only 
committeeman who# had endorsed Mr. 
Braley and that he had been releas­ 
ed. Mr. Braley also sent word that 
he d'd not desire hijS name to be sub­ 
mitted to the committee. Clay Jones 
announced his withdrawal and -the 
ballot was taken on the remaining 
two, resulting as stated above. It was 
moved that the endorsement of Mr.

An elaborate system for the recall 
of public officers is provided in a 
bill introduced Tuesday by Senator 
J. J. Williams. It requires a 35 per 
cent petition which must state the 
reason for asking the recall. The of­ 
ficial is then allowed five days to re­ 
sign. If he does not do so an elec­ 
tion must be called within twenty 
days thereafter. 
Oil ti.*' sample ballot 200 words are 
to be printed showing the reason for 
the recall and 200 words in justifi-, 
cation of the officer’s course. Other 
persons may become candidates at | 
t*ie election, and the one -receiving 
the highest vote gets the* job, 'wheth­ 
er the in com bent or not. The recall 
is not to be used within six months i 
after the election of an officer, ex- 
c ept in the case of state senators 
and representatives, who may be re­ 
called five days after the beginning 
of the session. After one election has I 
been held, no other can be invoked I 
against the same officer, unless the I 
petitioners pay the expenses. 
Other senate bills were: By Roddie, 
requiring street railway companies to 
allow others to use their tracks, on 
compensation fixed by the corpora­ 
tion commission; by Kendrick and 
Harlan, changing the salary of as­ 
sistants in county offices; by Red wine 
authorizing the 
reappeal 
of cases 
dismissed by the supreme court on 
technicalities; by McMechan, repeal­ 
ing the law which allows cities to ac- 
suire land outside their limits for 
parks, waterworks, etc.; by Memming- 
er, appropriating $10,700 for expenses 
of the state election board, and fix­ 
ing the secretary’s salary at $1,200.

No Government Ald for Schools. 
Washington, Feb. 14.—The confer­ 
ees on the Indian appropriation bill 
have agreed on the Oklahoma items. 
The school appropriation of $75,000 
obtained by Senator Owen has been 
stricken from the bill, and the same 
may be said of appropriations for the 
Presbyterian Mission school for Or­ 
phans at Goodland and the Fort Sill 
Indian 
school 
and 
Kiowa 
Indian 
agency. The bill has also been amend­ 
ed so that only net proceeds from 
the sale of unallotted Indian lands 
may be deposited in National and 
state banks of Oklahoma. 
Another item provides that interest 
on these moneys may be used to de­ 
fray the cost of per capita payments. 
The original Owen amendment made 
it mandatory by using the word shall 
instead of may. 
Still another change provides that 
in future all Indian contracts shall 
be made by the secretary of the In-1 
terior direct and approved by the 
president, thus eliminating the In­ 
dian tribes altogether.
